IN GHINA MAR, 28 


BY CHARLES DAILEY. 
{Chleage Tribune Foreign News Service.} 
PEKING, March 4.—Frederick W. 
Stevens, partner of J. P. Morgan & 
Co., and American representative of 
the foreign consortium for loans to 
China, is leaving for the United States 
On March 28, but will travel by way of 
Suez, accompanied by Mrs. Stevens 
and her sister, Mrs. Mitchell. 

“As I see no early prospect of con- 


sortium business,” Mr. Stevens said, | 


“and have no other business in China 
Iam not contented to remain. There 
has been no action taken concerning 
the dissolution of the consortium nor 
for my recall, except as a compliance 
with my request to be relieved. After 
my departure, Charlies R. Bennett, 
manager of the Peking branch of the 
International Banking corporation, will 
represent the American group in my 
stead, as he has done in my previous 
absences from China.

| bulletin in speaking of setting eggs 
says: “ Dirty eggs should be cleansed 
by rubbing lightly with a damp cloth, 
but care should be taken not to rub off 
‘any more of the natural bloom of the! 
-egg than is absolutely necessary.”
